Major Schroeder Loses Consciousness At New 


High Altitude of 3S,020, But Recovers 


in Time To Right His Plane 


ESTABLISHES A WORLD RECORD 


Thousands of Spectators Witness The Tense 


"Drama of The Sky" Occasioned by an 


Inadequate Supply of Oxygen 


-TflurtMSb ttw F«b. *?• — An airplane carrying Major R. W. Schroeder, 


chief t?st pilot at McCook field, today fell over live miles on reaching an 
altitude of u6,020 feet, said to be 5,020feet higher than the world's record. 


Tonight the Major is in a. hospital suffering from shock and temporary 


partial blindness. While still 2.000 feet above the ground 
the 
Airplane 


righted itself and glided to a graceful landing. When the plane settled, at- 
tendants who rushed toward it found Major Schroeder sitting erect in the 
machine apparently'lifeless. For a brief time residents of Dayton were sure 
a comet had appeared in the sky. They had mistaken the trail of vapor 
escaping from the machine as it sped downward "for a stranger in the 
heavens." 


Thousands of persons gazed skyward watching the plane which had 


ascended two hours before the plunge downward. Major Schroeder 
lost 


consciousness when his machine had reached a height recorded by instru- 
ments as 36,020, or 5,020 feet higher than the world's record established 
by Holland Kolph last Hummer. 


His senses benumbed and his eyes frozen shut in a temperature said to 


have been 67 degrees below zero, Schroeder regained partial consciousness 
tvh»n 2,000 feet above the earth in,time to right his machine and prevent 
t from crashing to the ground, out of control. 


The thousands of »pectators were aware at the time that they were 


•ritnessing a "drama of the sky." They saw a speck of black silhouetted 
igainst the blue to which was attached a "tail" of grayish color. Gradu- 
illy the object was enlarged as it hurtled to the earth. When but a few 
.housand feet 
above 
them, those watching saw that it was an air- 


jlane turning in a tail tspin. It was at that point that Major Schroeder re- 
jained control of his plane and headed it toward McCook, field.

/cold and lack of oxygen, almost seven 
miles above the earth. That he had 
shattered the world's altitude record, 
fallen more than five miles and .iar- 
rowly escaped death, did not seem im- 
portant to him in view of his failure 
to reach a height of 40,000 feet, the 
goal he set for himself when he took 
the air this morning.

Major Schroeder, lying on a cot in 
the army post hospital, said: 


"I -was thinking of nothing but that 


I wanted to attain a height of 40,000 
feet when suddenly the oxygen stop- 
ped flowing.

Expect Approval. 


Washington. Feb. 27.—While there 


has ben no intimation as to Presi- 
dent "Wilson's views on the railroad 
bill administration officials generally 
expect he will approve it. 


The measure was returned to the 


White House today from the depart- 
ment of justice which ruled that there 
was no constitutional objection to its 
admission to the statue books. It later 
was referred to Director General 
Hines for his opinion. 


Mr. Hines has made a study of the 


measure since it first was taken up in 
conference between the house and the 
senate and has said that-he regarded 
it as about the best legislation that 
could be obtained under all the cir- 
cumstances. The President has before 
him requests of the railroad.brother- 
hoods, the Farmer National council, 
and the American Society of Equity 
that he veto the measure and also the 
requests of other farmer's organiza- 
tions that he sign it and brins gov- 
ernmer.t control to an end.

deficit. 


With the resumption of private con- 


trol and under the provisions of the 
bill every agency connected with the 
operation of railways is on trial, the 
statement says. It continues: 


"The legislation marks a new de- 


parture on the part of congress in its 
policies in respect to regulating the 
instrumentalities of interstate com- 
merce. Whatever differences of opin- 
ion may exist as to the adequacy, the 
desirability or validity of some of the 
provisions, there must be universal 
recognition of the high and patriotic 
purpose of those in congress chiefly 
responsible for the legislation. 


"They are undoubtedly 
controlled 


by an earnest desire to create a con- 
structive and workable method of reg- 
ulation under which the instrumental- 
ities of commerce upon which all busi- 
ness must depend shall be supported 
and protected in their effort to cstab- 
| lish and maintain an adequate and 
efficient system of transportation. 


Readies Its "Test Period." 


"The government policy of the fu- 


ture, no do.ubt, will depend upon the 
success of the experiment now made." 


The act itself is about to enter up- 


on its "test period" if under the sys- 
tem whic!-. it establishes, the credit of 
the carriers is made sufficient to en- 
able them to perform their public 
duties, the legislation will by universal 
concession, be a success. If, on the 
other hand, such credit is not estab- 
lished, _the legislation will be a failure. 


"In addition to the act, the Inter- 


state commerce commission, the sev- 
eral state commissions, the labor un- 
ions and the carriers themselves are 
all on trial. 


"The interstate commerce commis- 


sion is on trial because the powers 
conferred upon that body by this bill 
are so enormous and so far-reaching 
that it will become largely responsible 
for the success or failure o£ the system 
of regulation. 


"The state commissions are on trial 


because if they hoid back and refuse 
to co-operate with the interstate com- 
merce commission in establishing a 
harmjr.ious system of rates to apply 
to both state und interstate commerce 
of the same carrier they will interpose 
an obstacle in the way of the success 
of the system for which public opinion 
will hold them responsible.
